Nicholson law to revoke the license, 
The fine was suspended and Mabus 
was given twenty-four hours to get 
out of the city. He 
signified his 


intention of going back to his wife 
in Ohio. 


It is not probalble that the migra- 


tion of Mabus from ITort Wayne will 
be viewed by the public with regret. 
His "Joint" has been an eyesore to 
the city and fruitful of much trouble 
for the police and business for the 
police court.

was working in the wheat -field with 
her brothers when -the electrical 
storm came up. 
Almost the first 


bolt of lightning discernible struck 
her, and death was instantaneous. 
The hair was burned off her head, 
and there were seveie -bums upon 
the young lady's back, where the cur- 
rent passed downward along her 
b ody. 


Miss Langachie was pitching wheat 


on one side of a wagon while hei 
brother Peter was upon the other, and 
the latter was knocked to the ground 
by the same bolt which killed his 
sister. 
The brother is confined to 


his bed, but is not fatally injured, 
and the physicians say lie will re- 
cover. 
A younger brothci had been 


prostrated 'by the heat preceding ihe 
storm, and is confined to his bed. Miss 
Langachre was buried this afternoon 
from the Amich church at Maysville.

{rage has now before him a lengthy 
communication, fiom the Italian gov- 
einment, forwarded to him "by the 
state department, lelative to his ordei 
placing a differential duty oil Italian 
sugar because ot 
infoimation 
re- 


ceived that Italy paid a bounty on 
her sugar exports. Mr. Oage's ordei 
was issued about a month ago and 
soon 
thereafter a brief declaration 


WAS made by the Italian authorities 
to the state department that Italy 
paid no export duty on sugar. This 
declaration has now -been supplement- 
ed "by a full 
presentation 
of the 


Italian position on the subjct. 


The communication 
was received 


from Home a few days ago. It is 
temperate in tone, but presents quite 
positively 
the Italian view of the 


law now in force. It is not so much 
an argument as a reference to the 
laws, in order to show that nothing 
analagous to a bounty is paid. Em- 
phasis is laid upon two points; First, 
that Italy does not, in fact, pay any 
(bounty and does not, up to the pres- 
ent time, export any sugar; second, 
that if the 
production, 
of "Italian 


sugar reaches a point where exports 
can 'be made the law does not give 
any rebate to the producers in case 
they export their goods. 


Mr. Gage's answer will be made 


through the state department and 
probably will he ready to be com- 
municated to the Italian authorities 
within the next few days.

forcement of the laws we have got. 
Now, 
we have an eight-hour law in 


New Zealand, and it is so strictly en- 
forced that if a tailor has your suit 
of clothes to finish, and keeps his 
journeymen fifteen minutes after the 
closing hour it is immediately re- 
ported and he is fined. 
Everyone is 


treated alike* 
Then, we have a pro- 


hibition law, which, we regard as a 
model. 
If I see a man drinking, 


spending his money and forsaking 
his family, I report it, and all hotel 
keepers—we have no salmons or 'bar- 
rooms, but all hotels—are officially 
notified not to serve that man. 
The 


man, too, is officially notified that 
he must not drink again. 
If he is 


detected di inking lie is imprisoned 
for twelve hours and the man who 
who sells him liquor gets a black 
mark. 
When a hotel man gets three 


black marks his license is revoked 
There is no equivocation on the part 
of the officials, and no evasion is 
oossible on the part of the offender. 
The law works admirably, and tends 
to greatly lessen drunkenness."

Professor Trig'gs went on to say that 
neither theology nor religious ortho- 
doxy Is 'congenial to true poetry or 
genuine literature, and that as a re- 
sult psalms and hymns written, by 
churchmen and circumscribed by dog- 
matic limitations are mere dog-gerel. 


Professor Triggs' utterances were 


evoked by a question asked 'by one 
of the students as to whether it .were 
possible to "acept 'Walt Whitman 
and remain orthodox." 
POETRY HOSTILE TO ORTHODOXY 


"The orthodox man must rule out 


nearly (ill the modern poets," said 
Professor Trlggs. 
"He cannot read 


them consistently and remain ortho- 
dox. 
Orthodoxy Is not condusive to 


lon't know. It would have to change 
ts attitude and admit many lyrics it 
does not now admit, or must wait 
in til lyrics are written which it <vin 
.ccept in its present state of ortho- 
loxy." 
When asked if the Bible could be 
onsidered as literature Professor 
Triggs replied: 


"Of course people regard the Bible

storm cr.me up. 
Almost the first 


bolt of lightning discernible struck 


her, 
and death was instantaneous. 


The hair was 'burned off her head, 
and there were severe .burns upon 
the young lady's back, where the cur- 
rent passed downward along her 
b ody. 


Bliss Langaehre was pitching -wheat 


on one ride of a wngon while he 
brctlier Peter was upon the other, and 
the latter was knocked to the groune 
by the same bolt which killed hi; 
sister. 
The brother is confined t< 


his bed, but is not fatally injured 
nml the physicians say he will re 
cover. 
A younger 'brother had been 


prostrated 'by the lieiit preceding th 
storm, and is confined to his bed. Mis 
Langachre <was buried this afternoon 
from the Aiuich church at Maysvill 


DAMAGE TO PKOPERTY. 


Near the Langachre home lightning 


struck a horse owned 'by the With 
ing-ton Handle company, but did not 
kill it. 
Half a mile distant, on the 


farm of John Sen-mucker, a sow -was 
killed, and the barn of Peter Stiere 
at Maysville, -was struck toy light- 
niiig and badly damaged. 
A hail 


storm of great severity followed the 
rain late In the afternoon, und con- 
siderable 
damagd 
to 
corn was 


wrought. 


The storm came from the north and 


west, and rnaiioeuvered in such a 
manner that Fort Wayne escaped its 
consequences. 
The wind arose io a 


high velocity, rain fell in torrents, 
and there was a terrific display of 
electrical phenomena. 
Along the 


line of the Pennsylvania Unilroad 
company, at Plymouth and Columbia 
City, there -was a very heavy rainfall, 
followed -by hail. 
At Winona the 


rain, was so heavy that the Hayes 
memorial building and several of the 
cottages 
were 
badly 
damaged. 


Circling to the north and east the 
storm raged through eastern Whit- 
ley and southern Noble -counties wHh 
unusual intensity. 
At Rome City 


there was no rain, but Lagrange and 
points further north suffered heav- 
ily- 


WAS A CLOUDBURST. 


In the northern part of Allen coun- 


ty the raiitfnJI was very copious, and 
following the line of the Grand Rap- 
ids find Indiana railroad the path of 
the storm seemed to sweep backward 
and forward across the line, -with oc- 
casional sections where there -was lit- 
tle or no storm. 
A few miles north 


of 
this city, where the 
railroad 


crosses the Gos-ben road, the storm 
-was a veritable cloud-burst, and rush- 
ing 'beneath the overhead bridge at 
that point it transformed the high- 
way into a veritable guLley.
